The Railroads and the Public. 
lik above caption is the title of a timely article 
by the editor of the “Iron Tradesman,” a most 


excellent southern trade publication. The arti 


cle itself, which we review here, is a thoughtful pres 
entation of the case of the railroads by a man who 1s 


connected in no way with railroad management and 


who is under no obligations personally to any road, 


but who has studied the situation as it exists in this 


and other countries with good effect. Briefly, the 


article in the “Iron Tradesman” states that the peo 
ple of the United 


living on a territory of 3,000,000 square miles, have 


numbering 100,000,000 


States, 
250,000 miles of railroad trackage plus a large trans 
portation interest on rivers, canals and great lakes. 
In other words, 6 per cent of the world’s population 
dwelling on 6 per cent of the land surface of the 
globe, has 40 per cent of the world’s railroad mileage. 
These figures show that per population and per area 
we have much more than our due share of the world’s 
railroad mileage. 

in the face of the returns it would seem to be quite 
impossible for us to furnish a sufhcient volume of 
business to make our railroads fair profit earners. 
This assumption, however, is not borne out by a closer 
investigation, but one thing is apparent—that the de 
mand for new mileage is not justified by present con 
ditions. 

Che history of American railroads is one of vast 
profits for building, poor work and inadequate equip 
ment, plus no little dishonesty in the operation and 


management of lines, but notwithstanding all 


these handicaps the American 


many 
railroad system has 
gradually emerged from the shadows and has become 
by far the greatest system of transportation in the 
world and the most important industrial interest in the 
United States aside from agriculture. 

With the creation of the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission order began to emerge from the chaos of dis 
criminating rates, rebates, receiverships, etc., and as a 
result of the work of forty-eight state legislatures, 
which have all attempted something in the line of rail 
road legislation, we have a complicated system of rate 
making which is a disgrace to our intelligence as a 
business nation. Despite all these blunderings and in 


spite even of the crimes committed in the name of the 
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railroads, we begin the year 1916 with certain facts 
which have in them a seed of salvation for the rail 


roads and of satisfactory service to the public. 


Fact No. 1. American railroads are capitalized pet 
mile at less than those of any other great nation. 
Fact No. 2. American railroads move a heavier ton 


nage per mile at a lower rate than those of any othet 
country. 


(Gaermany has the heaviest movement by rail of any 


of the European countries, moving 582 tons one mile 
per capita per annum, whereas the United States 
moves 2,737 tons one mile per capita per annum. The 
ton-mile revenue of (serman ; 1.37 cents and the 
ton-mile revenue of the United States 1ts_ practically 
73 of one cent. The capitalization per mile in the 
United States is $63,535; in the United Kingdom 
(England, Scotland and Wales) it is $277,147; 1n 


l'rance it is $148,430; in Germany it is $116,305; in 
Russia it is $149,814, and in Austria it 1s $121,327. We 
find, therefore, that our railroads are capitalized at a 
figure per mile not more than one-half the general 


average of the rest of the world, and that they carry a 


heavier tonnage per mile. This smaller capitalization, 


on which profits and interest must be paid, and the 
heavier tonnage, would appear to justify a lower rate, 
but the extent of the reduction which can be made in 
the rate (below that of other countries) is modified by
